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Demolition delayed 

Facing lawsuits, Ratner will wait for ruling

Bruce Ratner’s wrecking ball was 
stopped this week — and it was the 
developer himself who decided not 
to do the swinging. 

At a Manhattan State Supreme 
Court hearing on Tuesday, Ratner 
agreed to delay demolition work on 


the Atlantic Yards site for at least four 
days, giving Justice Joan Madden time 
to mle on the latest courtroom attempt 
to delay the $4-billion, 16-tower resi- 
dential, office and arena project. 

Tuesday’s hearing centered on De- 
velop Don’t Destroy Brooklyn’s re- 
quest that the court hit demolitions for 
the 22-acre project until the court rules 
on the group’s larger lawsuit, which 


charges that the state’s environmental 
review of the project was incomplete, 
and must be redone. 

Madden asked the developer to hold 
off on demolitions — which were to 
be begin on April 18 — until she could 
rule on the DDDB request for the tem- 
porary restraining order. 

As a result, not only were Ratner’s 
demolitions called off, but so was a

rally at the construction site planned by 
DDDB for the same day. 

After the hearing, DDDB spokes- 
man Daniel Goldstein called Ratner’s 
decision to delay the demolitions “gra- 
cious” — but the next day, the ardent 
Atlantic Yards opponent theatened that 
his group was ready to reschedule its 
protest if necessary. 

Justice Madden was expected to rule 
on the restraining order by Friday — 
after this issue went to press. See www. 
BrooklynPaper.com for an update. 

Earlier, in a related protest, more 
than 200 people rallied on Sunday 
against the planned demolitions, say- 
ing Ratner was planning to tear down 
buildings simply to build parking lots 
for construction workers. 

“I thought this project was about get- 
ting jobs to people in the community,” 
Assemblyman Hakeem Jeffries (D- 
Prospect Heights), who has been in- 
creasingly critical of the 16-tower are- 
na, residential and office space project. 

“This 1,400-car parking lot conjures 
up an image of people driving in from 
Westchester, Long Island and Staten 
Island. So if the [state] wants to help 
us get jobs to people in the communi- 
ty, there are some people . . . who live 
right across the street.” 

Forest City Ratner Vice-President 
Bruce Bender defended the parking lot 
plan, saying in a statement that the 
state required the developer to provide 
“temporary, paid parking to construc- 
tion workers to limit their use of on- 
street parking so they would not take 
already hard to find spots.”

Oy vey! Junior's 
loses kosher seal

There’s something not so kosher going on at Junior’s. 

The legendary cheesecake purveyor has lost the coveted Ortho- 
dox Union seal of approval after a Junior’s foreman baked up a 
batch of delicious, creamy cheesecakes during the Passover holi- 

Jews are not supposed to work — or have their workers work 

— on religious holidays as well as the Jewish sabbath, which runs 
from sundown on Friday to sundown on Saturday. 

“The whole thing was a mistake,” Junior’s co-owner Alan 
Rosen told The Brooklyn Paper. “One of our customers ran out of 
cheesecake, so our shop foreman made some. I didn’t know about 
it at the time, and it’s a violation. We know we’re not supposed to 
bake during Passover, but what can I say?” 

A spokesman for the Orthodox Union, one of the nation’s lead- 
ing kosher-certifying organizations, declined to explain why its 
rabbis pulled the Junior’s certification, which was announced 
though an e-mail that 
gets sent to thousands 
of kosher followers na- 
tionwide. 

“Effective April 1st, 
2007,” the understated 
e-mail said, Junior’s 
cheesecakes “are no 
longer certified by the 
Orthodox Union and 
will no longer bear the 
OU symbol.” 

Rosen promised that 
Junior’s would regain 
its kosher certification 
within days, albeit from 
“another group” that is- 
sues such declarations. 
The kosher controversy affects only Junior’s mail-order business 

— the restaurant itself, of course, is not kosher — and Rosen said 
he had enough cakes on hand to last a few days. 

While Rosen downplayed the loss of kosher certification, the 
Talmudic minds of other experts weren’t so sure. 

“I think this is a big deal,” said Rabbi Aaron Raskin of Congre- 
gation Bnai Avraham in Brooklyn Heights. “If you’re a kosher 
customer of his, you’11 think twice.” 

Raskin, of course, is kosher — but he never went near a Ju- 
nior’s cheesecake, even when it had the OU seal. 

He answers, as they say, to a higher authority. 

“Even though they were kosher, they didn’t use what we call 
‘Jewish milk,”’ Raskin said. ‘To be the highest level of kosher, the 
milk has to be followed all the way from the cow’s udder to the 
cake. That’s ‘cholov y’israel.’” 

In other words, oy vey.

Bar thrown for a loss 

Horseshoe tavern retools to thwart lawsuits

Everyone loves bar games, 
but one Red Hook pub — or, 
possibly, its insurance company 
— has decided it can no longer 
afford the price of fun. 

In a sad nod to our litigious 
age, Jimmy Leonard, a co-owner 
of the Pioneer Bar-B-Q, 318 Van 
Brunt St., will refashion the wa- 
tering hole’s backyard horseshoe 
pit after realizing that the bar 
could be liable for injuries 
caused by flying iron shoes. 

“It’s a little dangerous with 
horseshoes winging through the 
air and people drinking,” said 


BAR GAMES 
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Leonard. “We actually debated 
whether to keep [the horse- 
shoes] at all.” 

Until now, the rustic and of- 
ten unruly bar has kept its grav- 
el game pit unfenced — and 
within a smoker’s exhale of its 
pork-belly-red tables. 

That intimate design has 
raised the concern of insurance- 
conscious owners — and right- 
ly so. 

“If someone throws a wild 
one, the bar is completely li- 


able,” said Jon Lipton, an agent 
with Castle Rock Agency, who 
does not work for the bar. “And 
if things are sloppy and crowd- 
ed, someone is more likely to 
get hit.” 

Worse, the intimate condi- 
tions also violate National 
Horseshoe Pitchers Association 
regulations, which require bar- 
riers between spectators and 
players, who are often intoxi- 
cated while tossing the 2.5- 
pound iron, or steel shoes. 

“You see some wild pitch- 
es,” said horseshoe manufactur- 
er Bob White. “And a hit to the 
head or neck is no little thing.” 

White sells thousands of 


horseshoe sets to bars through his 
game manufacturing company, 
White Distributors. He suggested 
that the Pioneer leave 12 feet be- 
tween the pit and the bar’s tables. 

“People are sitting around 
drinking,” he said. “They aren’t 
going to be able to jump out of 
the way fast enough.” 

The latest plans for the pit in- 
clude enclosing it in chicken 
wire and rearranging some of 
the tables in order to allow a 
larger margin of error. 

“The chicken wire would 
keep the roadhouse feel,” said 
bartender Chris Piscitelli. “But 
there would be a little protec- 
tion, so people can watch and

do their heckling without get- 
ting hit by an errant ball.” 
Leonard admitted that the 
unregulated nature of Pioneer’s 
horseshoe pit complemented 


the cowboy spirit of the place. 
“It added something wild,” 

But “wild” is also a syn- 
onym for lawsuits nowadays. 


New blood tries to save Slope's Montauk Club

It’s the grand comeback of the old 
gentleman’s club — a place where 
John D. Rockefeller would have 
been comfortable sipping brandy and 
smoking cigars in a comfortable 
leather armchair, surrounded by 
walls carved of mahogany and illu- 
minated by Tiffany lamps. 

Only this time, it’s got a 21st-cen- 
tury kick. 

The venerable Montauk Club of 
Park Slope — founded in 1889 dur- 
ing the neighborhood’s first “Golden 
Age” — where men came to drink 
brandy and smoke cigars, to 
schmooze and network, had become 
an anachronism, a throwback, club 
members admitted. 

“For a long time, the club was lan- 


guishing,” said David Carter, a Mon- 
tauk member and head of the club’s 
new arts society. “It can’t just be din- 
ner and drinks. You can do that any- 

So the infectiously enthusiastic 
Carter — and other club members 
like Aaron Hermann, the club’s new 
manager — are trying to start a new 
tradition for the club. More arts and 
entertainment events like book read- 
ings, wine classes and live music are 
being planned to draw in new mem- 
bers and bring back old members. 

“A social mission is not enough to 
draw people out anymore,” said 
Carter. “Arts bring people together.” 

Carter is no Brooklyn blueblood. 
In fact, he didn’t even know of the 
Montauk Club until he visited a 
friend in Park Slope four years ago. 

“It drew me in,” he said of the Fran- 


cis Kimball-designed building which 
was modeled after the Ca’ D’oro in 
Venice. “I saw this Gothic palazzo 
amid all these brownstones, and I had 
to know what it was.” 

When he sold his Gramercy Park 
digs and moved to Park Slope eight 
months ago, he became a member. 
Three months later, after expressing an 
interest in doing some volunteer work 
for the club, he became a board mem- 
ber and started the arts committee. 

“Once we started doing interesting 
events, people with interests in dance 
and music were coming up to me and 
asking if they could help,” said 
Carter. “People who knew singers or 
dancers or artists started to form their 
own committees and plan events.” 
One of the club’s first events was 
a reading of Truman Capote works, 
and Carter is already planning a mm 


tasting, a David Sedaris reading and 
a summer swing dance in June. 

And club members, like an under- 
35 group that calls itself the Talk- 
house Fellows (after the last great 
Montauk Indian chief Stephen Talk- 
house), regularly plan fun events like 
the President’s Day punch party — 
where they drank punches from the 
Washington and Lincoln recipe books 
— and the Hillbilly Ball — a blue- 
grass music hoedown where guests 
were encouraged to come in costume. 

Hermann, one of the Talkhouse 
Fellows’ founding members, credits 
the older members with drawing in 
the younger crowd. 

“They took the first step by intro- 
ducing an under-35 membership and 
brought it within reach of a younger 
crowd,” he said. “The club is being

Delay, thy name 
is Duffield 

W hat’s the deal with Duffield 
Street in Downtown Brook- 
lyn? The City Council has 
postponed — for the third time — 
a hearing to determine whether or 
not seven houses on Duffield and 
Gold streets were part of the Un- 
derground Railroad. 

“This is not a search for the 
truth,” said Lewis Greenstein, the 
owner of 223 Duffield St. “They 
had their minds made up long ago.” 

The “they” that Greenstein is 
talking about is a company called 
AKRF, a consulting firm that the 
city often uses to green-light con- 
struction projects like the Down- 
town Brooklyn Plan, which calls for 
bulldozing the Duffield Street houses to make way for an under- 
ground parking garage. 

When the first AKRF report came out in 2005, the firm was 
accused by the homeowners and preservationists of lying and 
twisting the truth. It claimed that the Truesdell family, which 
owned one of the disputed houses in the 1700s, was not even in- 
volved in the anti-slavery movement. That was wrong and the 
new report corrects that. 

Around the same time, a city official was also caught lying to the 
City Council when he claimed that dozens of historic^ research 
agencies had told him that Duffield Street had never been part of the 
fabled “railroad.” The agencies he cited said the official had never 
even spoken to them. 

No wonder no one 
trusts AKRF. 

“Those people could 
‘prove’ that the Battle of 
Gettysburg never hap- 
pened. They could say, 
‘There was no battle here. 
All these people shot them- 
selves.’ That doesn’t make 
it hue,” said Greenstein. 

So the city tried again, 
commissioning a second 
report that came out in 
March, and basically said 
the same thing the first re- 
port did. 

“It [the Duffield houses] ... does not have a significant associ- 
ation with a national figure of the Underground Railroad and his 
Underground Railroad activity,” the report concluded. 

But the 500-page report isn’t the end of the story. The City 
Council’s Landmarks committee has to decide now whether the 
houses deserve to be saved. 

The first hearing, however, was scheduled for March 20, about 
a week after the behemoth report came out — not enough time 
to fully digest it. So the city pushed the hearing back to April 1 1 . 
And then April 17. And then May 1 . And now it looks like May 
3 might be it, but the Council hasn’t made up its mind yet. 

“There is nothing nefarious going on,” said Kate Suisman, 
chief of staff to Councilwoman Letitia James (D-Prospect 
Heights), who is a proponent of preserving the houses. James was 
the one who asked for all the delays — and the Council obliged. 

“Our office and the homeowners, the preservationists and the 
community groups — none of us had any time to look at this re- 
port,” Suisman said. “So we asked the Council to hold off until 
we all have a chance to review it.” 

While Suisman doesn’t hold out much hope that the delay sig- 
nals a willingness by the City Council to buck the Bloomberg ad- 
ministration and spare the houses, it does mean that private lawyers 
have a chance to prepare compelling cases to halt the destruction. 

And while the city may never consider the houses historical 
enough for protection, maybe this short delay will give some- 
body enough time to find something that will convince a judge 
that this piece of history deserves its own monument. 

Call me an optimist.

Some Brooklyn Heights residents now 
want to replace the part of the Brooklyn-Queens Expressway 
that runs beneath the famed Promenade with a tunnel. “The 
beauty of a tunnel is it can anywhere,” said Democratic District 
Leader Jo Anne Simon at a Tuesday meeting with the state 
transportation officials. The current plan for repairing the busy 
highway calls for rebuilding the steel and concrete decks, but Si- 
mon sees “an opportunity” to fix a “cockamamie” design once 
and for all, noting that one such tunnel was built beneath the Notre 
Dame Cathedral in Paris. A Department of Transportation said the 
state would “look at a tunnel option if there was a strong consen- 
sus that a [it] must be looked at.” . . .

Busy Chef’s busy chef, Dan Coffee, is planning to 
roast his own coffee, make his own bagels and smoke 
his own salmon. The joint will be open this weekend or 
early next week, he said. 

Two doors down — separated by the tiny Blue Pig 
ice cream store — Oven, a pizza/wine bar, is taking 
over the space formerly known as Afficionada. The for- 
mer restaurant shared a kitchen with Food Maestro, but 
Oven, with its own kitchen, plans to begin baking on 
May 5. 

Meanwhile, Cranberry Place, a would-be kiddie-par- 
ty Mecca that barely opened on the north side of Cran- 
berry Street, will soon be a coffee shop with entertain- 
ment called Uncommon Ground.

L ast Friday around dawn, Red 
Hook’s self-proclaimed “Traf- 
fic Stopper” made a second 
covert appearance. 

Under the glow of Van Brunt 
Street’s yellow street lamps, an 
anonymous creator and nine helpers 
lugged the seven-foot-tall, bright 
green sculpture into the middle of 
the intersection of Sullivan Street 
and left it there, where it would be 
sure to disturb the flow of traffic. 

For some residents of Red Hook 
who woke up early last Friday and 
saw Traffic Stopper before cops re- 
moved it, the sculpture was a re- 
minder of the growing pains being 
felt in the neighborhood as long-an- 
ticipated development projects, like 
Fairway and the Ikea being built on 
Beard Street, bring more cars and 
people to its quiet, cobblestone streets. Like a campaign sign 
clutched by a sleepy activist, the green cone carried a message 
in its wordless, early morning appearance. 

“We need signs that tell people they can’t fly down here,” 
said Florence Neal, owner of Rentier International Drawing 
Space, a Van Brunt Street art gallery. 

The guerrilla installation woke Neal around 3 am on Friday. 

“I heard something and looked out the window and saw it: 
the green cone, all alone,” said Neal, who calls herself a fan of 
the piece .“Getting people to slow down and look is really hard, 
even in art gallery.” 

And as it turns out, getting people to slow down on a public 
street, if you are not carry- 
ing a radar gun and a badge, 
is also quite difficult. 

“Traffic Stopper Friday 
the 13th” only managed to 
stop traffic for about seven 
hours before the police 
came and took her away 
around 10:30 am. 

“If this happens again, it 
will be removed again,” a 
spokesman for the police 
said. That’s what the cops 
said the last time, too.

ing to Traffic Stopper’s anonymous maker, who came clean this 
week to Brooklyn Paper contributor Chris Curen. 

“There are other streets and other projects,” the artist told 
Curen. “Like maybe rerouting traffic into an empty lot.” 

The artist said that he had witnessed a fatal car accident last 
year at the comer of Van Brunt and Sullivan streets. Shortly af- 
ter he installed the first Traffic Stopper, there was another acci- 
dent on the same comer, luckily a non-fatal one. The city has 
said it will install a stoplight at the comer this fall, and “No 
Standing” signs will also be installed at the comer of Dikeman 
Street, the site of the renegade traffic cone. 

“Even if they do put in a stoplight,” he said, “There is more 
to do. Red Hook was a last bastion of silence. It is changing.” 

And with an Ikea megastore opening next year, the artist fears 
that things will only get worse. 

“Why [is the city] bringing so many cars here?” he asked. 

It’s a good question, especially considering that Van Bmnt 
Street looks like it hasn’t been repaired since Hook native A1 
Capone last strode down it. 

My main issue with the neighborhood’s streets involves this 
other sort of traffic-stopper — the gaping, infant-size potholes in 
the neighborhood’s streets. 

In one way, the gouged asphalt is somewhat reassuring: a 
sign that no matter how many hand-decorated Baked cupcakes 
are sold on Van Bmnt Street, the neighborhood once known for 
warships and drunks will remain a little dangerous, a little edgy. 

But putting sentimentality aside, the truth is the potholes are a 
menace, not unlike a Volvo driver speeding to the olive oil bar 
at Fairway. And with that, I have an idea for the next work of 
Red Hook street art: a series of tar installations. It will be in situ, 
year-round and semi-permanent. The DOT can steal my work- 
ing tide if it wants: “Filled Potholes.”

Fire on the Gowanus 

What a rezoning would mean to canal's nabe

The merry pranksters behind David Let- 
terman’s late-night hijinks have drafted their 
own “top 10 list” for what they want from 
the city — and there’s only one entry: stop 
the proposed residential rezoning of the area 
around the Gowanus Canal. 

Transforming the mostly industrial area 
into a community of environmentally friendly 
homes, offices and shops is a major 
Bloomberg administration initiative — but 
businesses in the area remain resistant. 

Set decorator Ruth Siegel, for example, said 
that Bloomberg’s vision would force her Sack- 
ett Street company, Jauchem & Meeh Special 
Effects, to relocate — which could not only 
send the company out of New York City, but 
also affect Letterman’s ability to get laughs. 

“Prop lists are generally handed down 
from the writers on the day of the show,” said 
Siegel in a letter to Councilman Bill DeBlasio 
(D-Park Slope), which went on to describe 
the trouble in TV land that could ensue if 
Jauchem & Meeh is “forced to relocate fur- 
ther and further from the city core.” 

How important is the company to Letter- 
man? Consider this: Most recently, the com- 
pany cooked up cauldrons of a trans-fatty- 
acid-like gook for a sketch that involved 
dumping gallons of Mayor Bloomberg’s least 
favorite Frankenfat on the show’s announcer. 
That’s comedy, with a capital K.

Siegel’s letter comes at a time when dozens 
of business along the canal have raised similar 
fears of being zoned out of the area if city allows 
developers to build housing on land that until 
now has long been reserved only for manufac- 
turing uses. (See other business profiles below). 

Even before the final rezoning map has 
been drawn, the anticipated change has begun 
to pose complications for 
Jauchem & Meeh, which 
holds more than 40 per- 
mits to do non-neighborly 
things like store cryo- 
genic gases, manufacture 
firearms and use “high 

and low explosives.” 

Directly across the canal 
from the warehouse, Toll Brothers — known for 
bringing the McMansion to the suburbs — 
plans to build apartments and rowhouses. 

“We have the permits to set a propane fire, 
break a large pane of glass, or test very loud 
weapons,” said manager Bohdan Bushell. “But 
what happens when people start moving in?” 

Bushell, like Siegel, also worries about los- 
ing his close proximity to the city. Letter- 
man’s trans-fat order came at 12: 15 pm on the 
day of the show and the Gowanus-made gook foreman of the shop and 
was on the air by 4:30 pm, he said. 

‘This is a last-minute business,” he said, “Our 
proximity to Manhattan is very important. The 
fact that [clients] know how to get here gives us 
a huge advantage. Where else is there [industrial 
land] so close to the industry decision-makers?” ative,” the gunmaker said. 


Industrial businesses advocates argue that as 
residential development encroaches on industri- 
al land, conflicts will develop over noise and 
traffic — and the residents will win. 

“We have to ask where all the people who 
are moving [to these areas] will work,” said 
Rachael Dubin, policy and planning manager 
for Southwest Brooklyn Industrial Develop- 
ment Corporation. 

Planning officials say 
there can be a balance be- 
tween business and resi- 

“We are trying to bal- 
ance the need for housing 
and [for] job opportuni- 
ties,” said Rachaele 
Raynoff, a spokeswoman for Planning. “We 
are still studying all these questions. 

“Everyone is [talking] like this has been de- 
cided. Nothing has been decided,” she added. 

Nonetheless, employees at Jauchem & 
Meeh say that they can already read the oil 
shimmers on the canal. 

“Even if we stay, the [rezoning] will 
change what people build here and then, what 
work people do here,” said Fred Pisciotta, 
resident expert on 
motorcycles, bicycles and guns, which he can 
build from scratch. 

He said the prospect of de-industrialized 
canal saddened him.

Small businesses want to stay close to the Gowanus

The Gowanus Canal has been home to industry for 300 years. 
Brooklyn’s first gasoline was refined on its banks, the borough’s 
first brick factories were there along with its big printing presses. 

Generations later, the canal is home to hundreds of small business- 
es, ranging from concrete manufacturers to artisan furniture shops. 
Here is a look at a few of them.

W in a free composter . . . and a 
free lesson on how to use it! 

Most of us would rather win 
something a little more substantial, 
like , say , the Mega Millions lottery, or 
an affordable housing unit. But, you 
take what you can get. 

Fredrik Anderson and his part- 
ner, both Fort Greene residents 
(with the emphasis on green), are 
trading up in the composting world. 

The small composter that has 
served their decomposition needs for 
nearly seven years will be given to 
the first person who expresses inter- 
est in it, along with a free demonstra- 
tion of how to use the darned thing. 

Just to be clear, Anderson and 
his partner aren’t giving the com- 
poster away because it doesn’t 
beautifully harness the combined power of bacteria and mi- 
crobes to break down stale bread and coffee grounds. In fact, it 
works so well that the couple was inspired to get even more se- 
rious about composing — and has ordered two new, gigantic 
mashers for that very purpose. 

Their older, smaller composter — the one that could be yours 
— comes in a stylish black box, and will, over time, transform 
carrot peelings, orange rinds and 
wilted red leaf lettuce into a 
black, nutrient-rich soil. 

“You throw food scraps into it 
and leaves and sawdust, and you 
turn it over every once in a while 
and it breaks down into fertilizer,” 
said Anderson. “It will turn into this 
black, soil-looking stuff, and you 
can spread it out on your garden.” 
Beware, though: this com- 
poster, like any good vegan, 
can’t be fed meat, bones or dairy. 

Even so, Anderson has no- 
ticed a striking reduction in the 
amount of trash he and his part- 
ner haul to the curb each week 
— 75 percent by his estimate. 
The Brooklyn Botanic Gar- 
den, which runs a free composting workshop funded by the De- 
partment of Sanitation, said Anderson’s estimate might be right. 

“The average New York City household throws away two 
pounds of organic waste each day,” according to the Botanic 
Garden Web site. “This adds up to over a milhon tons of organic 
waste per year, most of which is transported to landfills.” 

Even if you don’t win Anderson’s composter, you should think 
about getting into this mulch business. Anderson directed me to 
plenty of Web sites that sell similar composters as his, plus other 
smaller models called (lovingly) “worm bins.” You know that old 
saying: One worm’s excrement is another man’s fertilizer. 

But the contest isn’t for a worm bin. This is for a “big-ass 
thing that needs a garden to go into,” Anderson said. 

It’s so good, it’ll probably help you make some new friends. 
“My partner works in Staten Island and his co-workers bring 
in their vegetable scraps for him. Isn’t that wild?”

Talk about the Manhat- 
tanization of Brooklyn: A new 
mega-development slated for 
the booming border of Fort 
Greene and Downtown is be- 
ing built by the same real-es- 
tate giant that built a luxury 
Xanadu with a Whole Foods 
in the lobby on the Lower 
East Side of Manhattan. 

AvalonBay, a Virginia-based 
development group, will build a 
$250-million luxury “commu- 
nity” on the land bounded by 
Myrtle Avenue, Gold and 
Prince streets. The massive de- 
velopment will hold 600 mar- 
ket-rate rentals — more than 
three times the number of units 
in the iconic Williamsburgh 
Savings Bank building, the 
tallest building in Brooklyn. 


“It will be similar to the 
Avalon on Chrystie Street,” said 
Joe Korbel, a spokesman for 
the developers. “I’m not sure 


there will be a Whole Foods, 
but there should be ground- 
floor retail. And there will be a 
lot of amenities.” 


Korbel said that the building 
was still “in creative design,” 
so no renderings were avail- 

The $70-milbon land pur- 
chase was first reported in the 
New York Sun. 

If the Lower East Side devel- 
opment is anything to judge by, 
this project should come laden 
with perks — for those who can 
afford them. 

In addition to the Whole 
Foods, the Chrystie Street 
building has a rooftop sundeck, 
a fitness center, a resident 
lounge complete with billiards, 
and 24-hour concierge service. 

And tenants pay through 
their organic -produce-loving 
noses for it. 

According to the leasing of- 
fice, the average studio mns 
$2,500 a month, the typical 
one-bedroom runs $3,500 and 
two-bedrooms run $5,000. 

Construction will begin on 
the 42-floor Brooklyn project in 
September, and the units will be 
ready for occupancy by March 
2009. 


A ‘historic’ effort

Fort Greene and Clinton 
Hill activists are pulling out all 
the stops to protect the “charac- 
ter” of their rapidly gentrifying 
neighborhoods. 

On top of a highly anticipat- 
ed downzoning — now in its fi- 
nal stages of approval — the 
Fort Greene Association and the 
Society for Clinton Hill will 
soon jointly demand that the 
city expand existing historic dis- 

The double-teaming is an at- 
tempt to not only strengthen the 
request, but also prevent the in- 
ter-neighborhood competition 
that arises when too many areas 
petition the short-staffed Land- 
marks Preservation Commission. 

“It’s important to work to- 
gether, because your political 
representation overlaps, and get- 


ting the Commission out to a 
neighborhood is always diffi- 
cult,” advised Andrew Dolkart, 
the Columbia preservationist 
who is consulting on the project. 

Historic-district designation 


means that homeowners and 
landlords must get city permis- 
sion before altering their build- 
ings, thereby preserving the 
“charactef ’ of the neighborhood. 

The still-theoretical proposal 


would expand the pre-existing 
Fort Greene and Clinton Hill 
historic districts to include the 
countless row houses, brown- 
stones, churches, and commer- 
cial buildings that don’t pres- 
ently have any protection. 

According to Dolkart, who 
just completed a cultural re- 
sources survey for Fort Greene 
and is finishing up another for 
Clinton Hill, the neighborhoods 
have plenty of historical arti- 
facts worth protecting. 

If he had his way, Dolkart 
would expand the Fort Greene 
historic district to include sites 
like the “semi-suburban” South 
Oxford Place, particularly the 
Italianate villa at 158. Dolkart 
would expand the Clinton Hill 
historic district to include build- 
ings like the Charles Pratt Stables 
on Vanderbilt Avenue, and the 
Loeser’s Department Store sta- 
bles on Quincy and Downing 
streets, designed by Francis 
Kimball, the same architect who 
built Emmanuel Baptist Church 
on Lafayette Avenue and the 
Montauk Club in Park Slope. 
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One driver for 
the bike lane 


I love driving down Ninth Street, 
especially between Sixth Avenue 
and the park. It has big, wide 
lanes, very few cars, and the oppor- 
tunity to easily reach the speed lim- 
it. Sometimes I even push my ve- 
locity a little above 30 miles per 
hour. Because I can. 

So given how much I enjoy 
zooming along the street and hav- 
ing three blocks of headache-free 
driving, why would I be in favor of 
squeezing Ninth Street to one lane 
in each direction? 

I support the plan because we 
need to slow down the cars in our 
neighborhood — even my car. And the plan — which includes 
adding a left-turn lane at each intersection and a bike lane on 
both sides of the street — will not only slow down the cars, but 
also make drivers more aware of pedestrians and bicyclists. 

It took me a while to warm to the idea of a bike lane, espe- 
cially on Ninth Street from Sixth Avenue to Third Avenue. At 
Sixth Avenue, the street changes from a wide residential street 
into a more congested commercial strip. 

I was unsure of how a bike lane would work on those busy 
blocks, so I called up Aaron Naparstek, a neighborhood trans- 
portation and environmental activist who been involved with the

o boys were killed at the 
comer of Ninth Street and 
Third Avenue in 2004. 

“The Ninth Street plan 
is an example of change 
coming from the commu- 
nity,” Naparstek told me, 
mentioning 1,200 signa- 
tures collected after a car 
crashed through the front 
door of Dizzy’s, at Eighth 
Avenue, in July, 2005. 

“Unlike the one-way plan for Sixth and Seventh Avenues [a 
radical plan that has since been abandoned amid community 
protest] , this was an example of the Department of Transporta- 
tion being responsive to the community,” he added. 

Some residents complained about the bike lane at last week's 
community board meeting, but Naparstek defended it. 

“Ninth Street is a city bike route, as laid out in the New York 
City Bicycle Master Plan in 1997, he said. 

Many people seem to believe that bike lanes encourage bike 
use. But bikers are already using the road now. The bike lane 
will simply make motorists more aware of them. 

It is sometimes hard to determine which proposed changes 
would help our neighborhood and which changes would set us 
back. The Ninth Street plan was hurt by the fact that it came on the 
heels of the much-reviled one-way proposal. After that boneheaded 
idea, it is hard to trust the DOT — but this plan would work, and 
when it comes up again at the community board, I will vote for it.

Neighbor vs. neighbor 
on bike lane plan

Whose Ninth Street is it anyway? 

That’s what Park Slope residents are asking after the neighbor- 
hood clashed this week over a suddenly controversial city plan to 
add bike lanes and left-turn bays to Ninth Street. 

The Department of Transportation plan was presented to the com- 
munity two weeks ago as a way of reducing car speeds on the light- 
ly used east-west roadway and adding Ninth Street to an an existing 
bicycle network 
that stretches from 
Red Hook to Pros- 
pect Park. 

Cars tend to trav- 
el too quickly on 
Ninth Street be- 
cause there are so 
few of them, DOT 
said. Just 11,500 
cars use the road 
every day, as com- 
pared to 26,000 per 
day on Atlantic Av- 
enue and 19,000 
on Vanderbilt Avenue in Prospect Heights, which had lanes removed 
last year to create the kind of left-turn bays the DOT wants for Ninth 
Street. 

Then, as now, the DOT says its goal is to improve pedestrian 
safety. Despite the light traffic on Ninth Street, there have been 274 
crashes on the thoroughfare between Prospect Park West and Third 
Avenue in the calendar years 2004-2006, DOT said. 

One of those accidents involved a sedan that flew into the front 
entrance of Dizzy’s diner on the comer of Eighth Avenue and Ninth 
Street in July, 2005. No one was hurt, but the incident put Ninth 
Street’s speeding traffic on many activists’ radar screen. 

But despite a very vocal band of supporters cheering the plan, 
residents of Ninth Street brought up a lot questions and complaints.

They’re attracted to Bay Ridge because of the 
prices, but they have no interest in letting Bay Ridge be Bay 
Ridge. 

What they’d prefer, actually, is Park Slope — but they can’t 
afford the rents there, so they come here. 

“I moved to Bay Ridge because renting in the Slope is pro- 
hibitively expensive,” said Rachel Chaput. For the most part, 
she’s been happy. But, still. . . 

“Bay Ridge’s infrastructure is lacking,” said Chaput, who still 
does her shopping at the Park Slope Food Co-op, that bastion of 
organic shopping, once-a-month shifts and vaguely Utopian as- 
pirations. 

“Enlightened, community-friendly businesses like you find in 
Park Slope, with an emphasis on natural and organic food and 
leisure are missing in Bay Ridge.”

Condos for Christ? 

Pastors defend tearing down old churches

Is the physical structure of a 
church sacred ground that 
should be preserved at all 
costs? Or is it merely mortar 
and stone that has nothing to 
do with its congregation’s larg- 
er mission? 

More and more Bay 
Ridgites, both religious and sec- 


ular, are asking that question 
anew, amid reports that two old 
churches within a few blocks of 
each other will soon be facing 
the wrecking ball. 

The question “What is a 
church” came up during the dis- 
cussion over the fate of Bay 
Ridge United Methodist, also 
known as the “Green Church,” 
on Fourth and Ovington av- 
enues. The 100-year-old struc- 


ture is slated to be sold and then 
tom down for condos. 

Many residents of the area 
pleaded with the church to save 
the building, but Rev. Craig 
Miller of Our Saviors Lutheran 
jumped into the fray to explain 
what a “church” really is. 

“A church isn’t just static 
brick and mortar, it is dynamic 
— and sometimes the external 
must be shed like the skin of a 
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snake, so that the body can sur- 
vive through adapting to the 
changing times,” said Miller, 
whose own building, on Fourth 
Avenue near 80th Street, may 
also soon be tom down. 

Many residents disagree — 
believing that the physical pres- 
ence of the church also carries 
important historical and reli- 
gious connotations.

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Heights bridge to the future?

A futuristic, pod-like pedes- 
trian bridge has emerged as a 
likely solution to an urban de- 
sign problem that has vexed 
planners for years: how do you 
connect the famed Brooklyn 
Heights Promenade to the wa- 
terfront below — and avoid 
angering the posh neighbor- 
hood’s various interest groups 
at the same time? 

The bridge, which would 
link the Promenade at Remsen 
Street to the state’s condo and 
open space development below, 
was proposed earlier this year 
by transportation consultants 
working with the state’s Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park Development 
Corporation. 

While it was just one of sev- 
eral schemes drawn up for fur- 
ther study, the podwalk appears | 
to be leading the pack in popu- § 
larity and practicality. 3 

The proposed skyway would J 
cross the Brooklyn-Queens Ex- £ 
pressway and lead down to the 1 
waterfront. 

“This is the least objection- 
able,” said Irene Janner, a spokes- 
woman for the venerable Brook- 
lyn Heights Association. 

Early in the long-awaited de- 
velopment’s planning process, a 
pedestrian bridge between the

two public overlooks was nixed 
after project engineers estimated 
its cost at $15 million. And some 
Heights residents complained 


that an influx of visitors would 
overwhelm the Promenade and 
crowd Heights streets. 

“[This proposal] isn’t too tall 


and keeps people off to the side 
[of the central Promenade],” 
Janner said, but added that the 
bridge looked “a little awk- 


Planners declined to speak in 
detail about the proposal, but 
one person involved said its 


popularity has not gone unno- 

“It doesn’t present the same 
challenges as [the other propos- 
als],” he said. “It seems the 
most realistic.” (See other pro- 
posals below.) 

The feasibility of any con- 
nection, however, is still to be 
determined, according to Hank 
Gutman, president of the group 
that is administering the study, 
the Downtown Brooklyn Wa- 
terfront Local Development 
Corporation. 

“One issue that needs to be 
addressed by these potential 
plans is how they will be im- 
pacted by the repair work that 
we know must be done on the 
BQE,” Gutman said. 

All the connections proposed 
would cross the cantilevered 
section of the BQE, which state 
transportation officials plan to 
repair over the next 15 years. 

“[The Remsen Street bridge] 
has certain advantages,” Gut- 
man said. “But right now we 
are looking at all the options.” 

Funding for whatever option 
is selected would not come 
from the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park’s existing $150-million 
construction budget, but would 
require a new allocation. 

Planners of the project said 
construction should begin this 
summer. 


A connection to the future? 

Lots of people have ideas about how to get people from Brooklyn Heights to the waterfront development and open space project known as 
its own proponents (though no one is telling us what any of these schemes would cost). Here are some of the ideas that are floating around. 
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PROPOSAL 1 

View-plane blocking bridge and elevator from 
Montague Street 

This controversial plan would violate a sacrosanct, skyline-minded 
local zoning restriction that bars structures from rising higher than 
60 feet on the Brooklyn Heights waterfront. While the elevator shaft 
would only rise six feet above the protected view plane, it has al- 
ready caused a bit of a stir. If not for the skyline snafu, and the op- 
position of Heights leaders to any Montague Street link, the design 
— with its stylish glass fence — could have been a contender. 

Who it pleases: No one who wanted to talk about it. 


PROPOSAL 2 

View-friendly Montague Street connection 

This scheme creates a complex, three-part connection between the 
Promenade’s most central entrance at Montague Street and the pro- 
posed park and condo development below Brooklyn Heights. The 
benefit of this plan is its accessibility — and the fact that it preserves 
Brooklyn Heights’ treasured skyline view. The drawback is every- 
thing else. Who wants to walk down a ramp to get into an elevator 
to go to a park? 

Who it pleases: The Brooklyn Bridge Park Defense Fund and 
other critics of the current park plan. 


PROPOSAL 3 

Furman Street tunnel 

The idea is simple: an elevator from the end of Clark Streets to a 
tunnel that would lead to the Furman Street entrance of the park. 
The tunnel would be close to the Clark Street 2/3 subway station, 
and wouldn’t bring new pedestrian traffic into Brooklyn Heights’ 
quiet streets. There is no funding for such a piece of infrastructure 
within the park project’s budget, and tunnels don’t come cheap. 
Who it pleases: Heights residents, landscape architects, historians 
and sandhogs.

“There needs to be traffic 
calming, but we don’t think this 
was a well-thought-out plan,” 
said Bob Levine, a member of 
the Ninth Street Block Associa- 
tion.

But the plan’s proponents 
disagree. 

“This plan works,” said Eric 
McClure, of the Park Slope 
Neighbors. “It’s the combination 
of the turn bays and bike lanes 
that makes this work so well.” 

Having clearly defined bike 
lanes only makes the road safer 
for everyone, McClure added. 

“I think the fears of the 
plan’s opponents are unfound- 
ed,” McClure said.

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A D’Agostino spokeswoman confirmed this week that the 
grocery store, located at the comer of Sixth Street, would be 
gone at the end of the month. 

“The store is definitely closing,” said spokeswoman Amy 
Krakow. “The landlord has leased the space to someone else.” 

A source told The Brooklyn Paper that the rent had tripled. 
The high rent fueled renewed speculation that the giant space 
would be filled by a full-service Bank of America branch. The 
company tested the South Slope waters earlier this year when it 
opened an AIM-only location between Ninth and 10th Streets. 
“The D’Agostino will become a Bank of America,” a neighbor- 
hood insider told The Brooklyn 
Paper. “I know the architect who 
got the job of converting it.” 
Bank of America spokes- 
woman Tara Burke would only 
say that the bank “has not 
signed a lease” at this point. But 
Burke did not deny that the 
bank had looked at the space. 

Larry Wittlin, the owner of 
the building, which also houses 
a soon-to-close Gothic Cabinet 
Craft, could not be reached. 

The D’Agostino is the only 
supermarket on Seventh Avenue 
besides the Key Food at Carroll 
Street. Steve’s C-Town, is on 
Ninth Street, between Fifth and 
Sixth avenues. 

Some D’Agostino customers 
said this week they were sad to 
see it go. 

“It was a well-run store that 
served a swath of the center 
Slope,” said resident Eric Mc- 
Clure. “[The closing is] a seri- 
ous blow to neighborhood qual- 
ity of life.”

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Murder rap 
for mother 
in Bay Ridge

The mother who allegedly left her newborn baby girl outside 
to die has been charged with murder. 

Laura Sergio, 25, was indicted last week for smothering her new- 
born with a towel shortly after giving birth, according to District At- 
torney Charles Hynes. The indictment said that Sergio left the baby 
in a plastic bag at a Colonial Road home on April 6, and that the 
crime was discovered only after Sergio went to a nearby hospital 
complaining of abdominal pain. 

Sergio “left a helpless victim to die,” said Assistant District Attor- 
ney Jacqueline Kagan at Sergio’s April 9 arraignment. 

At the same court hearing, Sergio’s lawyer Thomas Cascione in- 
sisted that his client thought she was constipated, not pregnant, and 
that she was very confused about events surrounding the baby’s birth. 

This week, Cascione was unavailable for comment. 

The scene around the Colonial Road Tudor-style home is somber, 
as neighbors remain in shock over the heinous act. 

Sergio is facing life in prison — all for an death that could have 
been easily avoided. 

“This is a tragic incident by a desperate young woman,” said 
Councilman Vince Gentile (D-Bay Ridge). “These incidents can be 
avoided through awareness of [laws that] allow parents to leave new- 
born babies at safe haven sites like police precincts and hospitals. 

“Our goal is to ensure the safety of children,” Gentile added.

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Firebombed 
grocer on Smith 
vows to reopen 
days after arson

Was it a grilled sea bass sal- 
ad that didn’t sit right or an of- 
fensive stack of shortribs? 

Whatever the cause, an ar- 
sonist lobbed a firebomb 
through the window of Chop 
Chop, a Smith Street grocery 
store early Monday, said chef 
and co-owner Chris Pfeifer. 

The store doesn’t have any 
known enemies and had not re- 
ceived threats prior to the at- 
tack, a still-stunned Pfeifer said 
on Wednesday. 


the store ready for a weekend 
opening. Burned bar stools and 
plastic sacks of scorched gro- 
ceries sat in the comer. 

“It smelled strongly of gaso- 
line,” Pfeifer said. “We have to 
repaint the thing — a six- 
month-old store.” 

Surveillance footage from 
the inside of the store show the 
firebug smashing a window at 
around 3:30 am Monday, then 
walking to the back of the 
gourmet bodega, which is on 
the comer of Smith and Dean 

The intmder retreated back 
through the broken window af- 
ter tripping the store alarm, 
then lobbed in some type of in- 
cendiary device. 

The undaunted Pfiefer vow- 
ed to reopen without adding 
“ugly” garage-door gates to

“We’re all shocked,” Pfeifer 
said. “I mean, it’s really a vi- 
cious type of thing.

Vicious not just to the store 
owners — who are working 
with their insurers to tally the 
total cost of the fire and clean- 
up — but also to the tenants of 
the apartments above the store, 
who could have been killed. 

Nothing was stolen, but 
Pfeifer estimated about $50,000 
in merchandise was lost in the 
bombing and subsequent blaze. 
The store sells gourmet cheeses 
and other specialty foods. 

A clean-up crew of 20 was 
fast at work on Wednesday re- 
moving soot from the ceiling 
and walls in hopes of having 


protect the windows. 

“We’re really committed to 
what we’re doing and the 
neighborhood,” he said. 

A steady stream of Cobble 
Hill residents peered in through 
the sooty windows on Wednes- 
day and read a sign Pfeifer had 
posted to explain the closure. 

“We at Chop Chop experi- 
enced a terrible act of vandal- 
ism,” the sign read. 

An FDNY spokesman con- 
firmed that the department sus- 
pects arson, based on the nature 
of the blaze. Sixtv firefighters 
mshed to the scene, and had 
the fire under control in nine 
minutes, the spokesman added. 

The investigation is ongoing.

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Hurst to city: 
Don't dump 
trash on us

Angry Bensonhurst residents made a stink about a proposed 
garbage-transfer station on the shore of Gravesend Bay — but 
city officials say they’re pushing on with the plan. 

More than 250 residents stormed a public hearing on Monday 
held by the Department of Sanitation, which says the proposed 
waste station at the end of Bay 41st Street is a key part of the city’s 
solid waste management plan. 

Sanitation Assistant Commissioner Harry Szarpanski ticked 
through a PowerPoint slide show in an effort to ease community 
concerns. 

First, he described how garbage trucks will dump their foul con- 
tents into lidded containers, and how those containers will then be 
loaded onto tugboats before the garbage has a chance to putrify. 

“All waste [is] processed in [an] enclosed building that maintains 
megative air pressure to prevent escape of odors,” he said. “[Our] 
treatment system neutralizes (not masks) odor in building exhaust.”

He also said that 1 1 ,000 tons of garbage would be transferred 
through the station every week — two-thirds less than older Sanita- 
tion transfer stations are allowed to process. 

Residents at standing room-only meeting quickly told Szarpanski 
where he could dump his plan. 

Assemblyman William Colton (D-Bensonhurst), who has led the 
charge against the waste-transfer station, spoke first. 

“This is an environmental injustice and it is something the com- 
munity will not stand for,” he said. “This could be the beginning of 
a long struggle. This could very well end up in court.” 

Thirty-six residents followed Colton to the Shore Parkway Jew- 
ish Center microphone, each one attacking the proposed station as 
poorly planned and environmentally unsafe, in a raucous meeting 
that lasted more than three hours. 

As previously reported in The Brooklyn Paper, part of the plan 
includes dredging the bay to accommodate the tugboats that will fer- 
ry south Brooklyn trash from the proposed facility to out-of-state 
landfills. Many residents said the dredging would release toxins that 
have long been buried in the soil. 

“It will release harmful chemicals, and they’ll end up on my cus- 
tomers’ dinner plates,” said Bryan Thomas, who owns Marine Basin 
Marina next door to the proposed station. 

Thomas often fishes for flounder and striped bass in the bay. 

Later, sisters Angela and Amanda Speciale — ages 14 and 12 — 
added their concerns about the bay’s water. 

“We don’t want there to be bunch of chemicals that we can’t even 
pronounce in the bay,” said Angela. 

Monday’s public hearing ultimately carried no weight. The Sani- 
tation Department has applied to the state Department of Environ- 
mental Conservation for a permit to build its “Southwest Brooklyn 
Converted Transfer Station.” 

If the application is judged complete, then the DEC will hold its 
own public hearings on the merits of the proposal, after which the 
permit will be either issued or denied.

Zoning? Bensonhurst calls out, 'Next!'

Bay Ridge and Dyker 
Heights got theirs, now Ben- 
sonhurst wants “in” on the 
downzoning frenzy. 

“It is time for Bensonhurst to 
get the rezoning ball rolling,” 
said Bill Guarinello, the chair- 
man of Community Board 1 1 at 
last Tuesday’s CB11 meeting. 

“We are going to make this a 
big issue soon,” he added at the 
meeting, which was at the Holy 
Family Home on 84th Street. 

The audience sighed with ap- 
proval after Guarinello’s com- 
ment, though the chairman cau- 
tioned a downzoning scheme 
takes time to wend its way from 
conception to completion. 

“Dyker Heights had a pretty 
big head start on us, but our time 
is coming,” said Guarinello, 
though he did not offer a time- 
frame for the downzoning push. 

The goal of would-be down- 
zoners is to curb “overdevelop- 
ment” by restricting builders 
from tearing down houses for 
taller condos. Downzone efforts 
are already completed or under 
way in Park Slope, Carroll Gar- 
dens, Fort Greene and other ar- 
eas where residents are seeking 
to protect a low-rise feel. 

But opponents say that 
downzoning results in less 
housing — which is critically 
needed as Brooklyn grows. 

CB11 District Manager 
Howard Feuer believes that a 
zoning change would maintain 
the character of Bensonhurst. 

“If we are successful,” said 
Feuer. “the [area] will be a mir- 
ror image of now.” — Lysiak

“I think tearing down Our Sav- 
iors is pure sacrilege,” said 
Maryanne Gouras, who sent her 
children to the church’s preschool. 
“It used to be that a church was 
considered sacred ground and that 
no one would think for one 
minute of tearing it down.” 

Gouras isn’t alone in her anger 
over the coming condos being 
built over the ruins of century-old 
churches. A group of residents, 
led by Councilman Vince Gentile 
(D-Bay Ridge), tried to save the 
Green Church, but the church 
leaders persisted in their desire to 
sell — to the detriment of the en- 
tire community, according to one 
Brooklyn historian. 

“If they take the attitude that 
these are just old buildings that 
don’t matter then we aren’t going 
to have anything left to show our 
children of our past,” said Robert 
Buonvino, president of Friends 
of Historic New Utrecht, which 
works hard to maintain the 300- 
year-old Dutch reformed church 
at 18th Avenue and 83rd Street. 

But Buonvino ’s passion miss- 
es the point, Miller said. 

“At no time in all of the 
Bible does Christ give to the 
church a command to build 
structures and preserve them for 
all of time,” said Rev. Miller. 

“We are currently spending 
50 percent of our resources on 
maintaining the structure, and 
we would like to have that 
number around 15 percent.” 
Both Buonvino and Miller 
did agree on one thing: if 
churches are to be saved, the 
community — not just parish- 
ioners — has to get involved. 

“The responsibility of keeping 
our historic structures standing 
ultimately rests in the hands of 
the community,” Buonvino said. 

The reverend agreed: “Truth 
is, there just aren’t as many 
people in the pews, and that 
means less income,” Rev. 
Miller said. “All of Brooklyn 
should begin to get used to the 
idea of saying goodbye to a lot 
of these old churches.”

ALL DRAWN OUT 


Credit where due 


I T WAS NICE TO SEE former Borough Presi- 
dent Howard Golden on Monday night at a 
Brooklyn Historical Society reception kicking 
off the new exhibition about the borough’s rise to 
greatness that began in the 1970s. 

Speaker after speaker celebrated Golden’s vi- 
sionary role in the Brooklyn “renaissance,” ticking 
off a laundry list of development projects that be- 
gan or were completed during his 24 years as bor- 
ough president. 

There’s no question that Golden, who was bor- 
ough president when the office had real power, 
played a role in spurring development, but our in- 
terpretation of the origin and cultivation of the 
renaissance differs from that of the monied inter- 
ests and power-brokers who run Brooklyn today. 

Brooklyn’s rebirth during the Golden era was 
spearheaded by two main trends: 

• Waves of New York-bound immigrants 
who settled in Brooklyn neighborhoods that the 
white middle class had abandoned in favor of a 


suburban fantasy. Those hard-working immigrants 
revitalized their communities, instilling in their 
children the notion that hard work and self-respect 
can make even the newest New Yorker a part of 
something great. 

• "Brownstoners," who invested their sweat, 
and risked their equity, in swaths of the borough 
that had been redlined by banks and insurance 
companies. It may be hard to believe in today’s real- 
estate market, but in the 1970s, loans were hard to 
come by, even in areas like Park Slope and Carroll 
Gardens, despite their being filled with the brown- 
stones that everyone craves today. 

Those lenders and insurers changed their poli- 
cies only through the efforts of preservationists 
like the late Evelyn Ortner and her husband 
Everett — whose activism inspired elected offi- 
cials like then-Congressman Hugh Carey and 
business leaders like those at the old (and locally 
run) Brooklyn Union Gas. 

“Homesteaders” like the Ortners also created a 


grassroots groundswell that began to change the 
very tone of urban living. By encouraging would- 
be suburbanites to stay in Brooklyn — and then 
invest in their communities — the Ortners played 
a huge role in saving this borough. 

That’s when developers like Brace Ratner decid- 
ed that Brooklyn was a good bet for projects like 
Metrotech — and even then he demanded (and got) 
huge subsidies and handouts to build here. 

It’s amazing to think that today — when Brook- 
lyn’s real-estate values are soaring and developers 
are making countless millions — the pattern is still 
playing out. 

To encourage Ratner to build Atlantic Yards — 
where he will walk away, even by his own esti- 
mates, with hundreds of millions of dollars in 
profits — the state and city are underwriting him 
with more than $1 billion in direct and indirect 
public subsidies. 

He is building on the shoulders of true giants — 
and using your money to do it.

I do support affordable housing, so I find 
it interesting that your reporter attributed 
my opposition to the Fifth Avenue Commit- 
tee’s supportive housing plan to NIMBY- 
ism (“Battle over Fifth Ave housing,” April 
14, Park Slope Edition). 

I believe the makeup of this facility should 
better represent the makeup of our small emer- 
gent community. Developing a facility that is 
solely designed for single-room occupancy 
limits the future potential for the building. 

Because it is financed by the city, its funding 
could be increased or decreased depending on 
the administration in control, a fact that presents 
a serious long-term risk to our neighborhood. 
Anyone who would deny my right as a father 
to protect the interests of my family should look 
deep within his own self and imagine how he 
might feel if he was in my position. 

I’m sure that most of the people who 
would be housed at that facility are harm- 
less. I’m also aware of the 48 911 calls re- 
garding the Fifth Avenue Committee’s 551 
Warren St. facility between April 2006 and 
April 2007. Granted many were for EMS, 
but others were for various crimes.

Local residents want the Fifth Avenue 
Committee to stop playing games, come to 
the table and answer the community’s ques- 
tions. Even Councilman Bill DeBlasio, a 
supporter of the project, has said that the 
Fifth Avenue Committee needs to do more 
in regards to community involvement.

When New Yorkers do their best to con- 
tribute to each other’s quality of life, they 
expect city officials to act responsibly and 
reasonably in return.

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B rooklynites, prepare your corkscrews. 
The owners of the Fifth Avenue spirit 
shop Red, White & Bubbly are about to 
make wine a little more local. 

Adam Goldstein and Darrin Siegfried, 
who opened the store six years ago, have cre- 
ated their own label, named Brooklyn Wine 
Co., and the first bottles — available in “Fe- 
liz White” and “Feliz Red” — will be 
popped on May 1 1 with a big opening bash. 

“Everybody here has that sort of love and 
passion for Brooklyn,” Goldstein told GO 
Brooklyn. “So we wanted to create some- 
thing for our customers and to say we have 
our own wine, too.” 

Described as “inexpensive, everyday 
wines,” the Feliz Red ($14) is a combination 
of Zinfidel, Barbera and Syrah; and with 
notes of raspberries, black plums, chocolate 
and cinnamon, it’s a little bit earthy. Feliz 
White, which Goldstein called “lemony 
and smooth,” will cost a few dollars less 
and is comprised of Verdelho, Savignon 
Blanc and Colombard. 

Both wines, according to their proud 
papas, are meant to make locals smile. 

“In owning the store for [more than 
six years,] we can see what our cus- 
tomers like,” Goldstein said. “We real- 
ized if we were going to have fun with 
it, our customers would, too.” 

And having fun while creating a 
new wine means, of course, plenty of 
tasting. Goldstein and Siegfried, lack- 
ing the space for a vineyard in Park 
Slope, teamed up with California- 
based winemaker Clark Smith, 
whose WineSmith blends they’ve 
carried at the shop for years, to mix 
and match grapes until they devel- 
oped a blend that was just right. 

“These wines are tremendous 
values,” Smith, who was in 
Brooklyn for a two-day trip, said. 
“It’s about something good in the 
s and a trust that develops with a

neighborhood and its wine shop. It’s because 
Darrin and Adam are standing behind them 
that people are interested.” 

Once they had decided what should go 
into the bottles, it was time to concentrate 
on the outside. Wanting to keep it local, 
Goldstein and Siegfried turned to artist 
Ryan Seslow, an old friend whose work had 
been displayed in the shop’s windows, to cre- 
ate a logo that would capture the spirit of the 
borough. 

“[We] wanted to work with the Brooklyn

Bridge being an icon for the whole idea,” 
Seslow told GO Brooklyn. “It’s a central 
icon to anybody from Brooklyn or even to 
people who pass through New York.” Ses- 
low’s shadowy image of the bridge is both 
strong and romantic, said Goldstein, who 
himself is a collector of Seslow’s work. “He 
just went above and beyond.” 

Fans of Siegfried’s wine reviews and an- 
ecdotes, which are posted throughout the 
store (and in these pages), are in for a treat 
as well, as the back label of each bottle fea- 
tures his description of that blend. 

It’s obvious that plenty of hard work, 
good luck and business savvy went into the 
venture, so whatever you do, don’t call it a 
publicity stunt. 

“I know there’s a Brooklyn gum, and it’s 
actually made in Italy,” lamented Goldstein. 
“I’ve gotten people who’ve heard of [Brook- 
lyn Wine Co.] and think, ‘Oh, you’re just 
putting the name Brooklyn on the wine,’ and 
I’ll tell you one thing: It is not a gimmick.” 
The Brooklyn Wine Company line will be 
sold exclusively at Red, White & Bubbly, 
and will hopefully be served at a slew of 
Park Slope restaurants, including Blue Rib- 
bon and La Villa. 

Even with the excitement buzzing around 
the launch of their wines, Goldstein and 
Siegfried aren’t content to just sit still. 
They’re already thinking about the “Grand 
Army Meritage,” which will be released in 
the fall and will retail for about $25, and are 
on to future projects. Goldstein said that 
they’ve lined up meetings with sake produc- 
ers in Japan and would like to expand the 
brand to feature a single malt Scotch, more 
wines and even champagne. 

Until then, the men behind the Brooklyn 
Wine Co. will focus on selling the 600 cases 
of Feliz they’ve produced so far. 

“It’s not so much that we create a good 
wine, but that we create a fantastic wine,” 
Goldstein said. “That’s what we’re about at 
Red White & Bubbly. And if we’re going to 
put our names on a bottle of wine, we want 
it to knock your socks off.” 

Brooklyn, you’ll soon drink to that. 


What a pair! 

When we first heard that the Brooklyn 
Wine Co., would soon release three new 
wines, we got excited. And then we got 
hungry. A good wine demands, shouts and 
practically gets down on its knees and begs 
to be married to a good cheese. So, in 
search of guidance, we made our way to 
Stinky Bklyn, the Smith Street gourmet 
shop, where manager Chris Remy proved 
to be an excellent guide. 

For the big, bold Feliz Red — a blend of 
Lake County Zinfandel, Amador County 
Barbera and Syrah grapes, Remy recom- 
mended Lincolnshire Poacher, which 
Stinky sells for $19/pound. A raw milk 
cow’s cheese crafted in England’s Lin- 
colnshire county, Poacher is a combination 
of Gruyere and Cheddar. It’s an assertive 
cheese whose robust flavor won’t pale in 
the company of the red’s full, rich taste.

For the Feliz White — a combination of 
Sauvignon Blanc, Colombard and Verdelho 
grapes, Remy suggested Humboldt Fog, a 
beloved California goat cheese made by 
legend Mary Keehn. Sweet, tangy and 


creamy, Humboldt is characterized in part 
by its bloomy white rind and a line of edi- 
ble ash that bisects its two layers. The 
cheese, which Stinky sells for $18/pound, 
has a distinctive, zesty bite that makes it an 
ideal companion for the wine, whose 
grapes are all known for their light, fruity 
aromas. 

Remy chose La Sirena, a “slightly 
funky” raw milk sheep’s cheese from 
Spain, to pair with a Meritage wine that 
combines Cabernet Sauvignon and Caber- 
net Franc. Those grapes’ high tannin levels 
bring out aromas of everything from choco- 
late to violets to pencil shavings — a per- 
fect match for La Sirena’s own idiosyncrat- 
ic flavor. Stinky sells it for $16.50/pound.

I t’s a hot summer day, and 
you’re enjoying a well-deserved 
vacation. The sun in shining, 
there’s a light breeze blowing in off 
the Mediterranean. It’s lunchtime, 
so you take a table outside a small 
cafe and wonder what you should 
drink. Looking around you, you 
notice that at every table everyone is 
drinking ...

Rose wines, dry, not sweet, are 
the “official” casual warm weather 
quaffs in winemaking countries all 
over the world... including, more 
and more, the United States. Crisp, 
aromatic, lively and flavorful, a cool 
glass of rose goes with almost any of 
the foods we love to eat in summer:

This had the 
added benefit of allowing some tan- 
nins (found in the skins, seeds and 
stems of grapes) to also be absorbed 
into the juice. Tannins, natural 
preservatives, help to give wines bal- 
ance, and prevent oxidation. The 
process of converting animal skins 


into leather is called tanning 
because it uses tannins to remove 
traces of fat and blood from the 
skins. Because red wine are made by 
fermenting the juice of the grapes 
along with the skins, they are high- 
er in tannins than white wines, and 
are better matches with red meats. 
Rose wines, having more tannins 
than white wines, will compliment 
lighter meats, or even cold roast beef. 

Some Roses are made by 
adding a bit of red wine to white. 
Most of the rose Champagne on the 
market is made this way. 

So, what about “blush wines”, 
like Whit Zinfandel? In spite of 
what the marketing departments 
say, these are rose wines, made from 
the Zinfandel grape, a red varietal. 
It’s just a simpler tasting, sweeter 
version of the real thing.

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Miriam is a garden of eating

D on’t mess with a formula that 
works. That appears to be the 
adage of Refael Hasid, who 
closed the Hill Diner on Court Street 
and re-opened in February as Miriam, a 
spin-off of his popular eatery of the 
same name in Park Slope. 

“We’re continuing to tell our story,” 
said Hasid of the latest incarnation. 

The “story” is Israeli-born chef 
Hasid’s modem interpretation of Middle 
Eastern cuisine. 

Using his mother 
Miriam’s recipes 

Hasid tweaks fa- 
miliar ingredients 
of those countries, 
dipping into Africa 
and the sunny fla- 
vors of the Medi- 
terranean. He ties 
all the influences 
together with 

French technique. Where else can you 
find a hybrid like “fenugreek aioli” (a 
Middle Eastern and Indian spice used to 
flavor French garlic mayonnaise)? 

Unlike the original Miriam, where 
only wine is available, the new incar- 
nation features a full liquor license. 
The bartenders make good use of their 
ample stock, using Hasid’s vocabulary 
of ingredients to full advantage. The 
“Arak,” a martini made with vermouth 
and arak (a spirit distilled from fer- 
mented coconut palm sap or a rice and 
molasses mash) is dry, smooth and 
faintly resin with a touch of salt. It’s an 
ideal primer for the complex dishes 
that await. 

If you prefer wine, there’s a well- 
chosen international list with plenty of 


bottles in the $20-$40 range. 

The room is sexy, thanks to earthy 
textures, warm colors and quiet music. 
To create the mood, Hasid gutted the 
cool, industrial-chic Hill Diner, in- 
stalled a handsome mahogany and 
copper bar, and ringed the butter-col- 
ored walls with a band of blue-and- 
green mosaic tiles that sparkle like sun 
hitting water. Overhead, exotic Moroc- 
can lamps cast diamonds of light on 
the inky ceiling. 

The back room, sometimes cordoned 
off with a heavy velvet drape, sports a 
huge skylight and 
a floor-to-ceiling 
glass window with 
a view of the out- 
door dining area. 

We nursed our 
cocktails while 
dunking tender, 
crisp-edged “bo- 

spicy “ha- 
fa condi- 
made with 
oil, chiles, garlic and spices), a mild, 
sesame perfumed “tahini” and “sko- 
rdalia” (a Greek sauce of garlic, lemon 
and nuts). The pastries possess a light, 
creamy interior of mild, tangy feta 
cheese, smoky roasted peppers and 
eggplant. The flavors of deepened with 
a touch of each sauce: the harissa adds 
heat, the tahini a cool nuttiness, and the 
skordalia a bright acidity. 

Crisp little rolls of flatbread are filled 
with feta and given some heat with 
chopped jalapenos in the “grilled 
Jerusalem bread” starter. Hearts of ro- 
maine lettuce dressed in lemony vinai- 
grette and slices of peppery radish turn 
the dish into a bright salad. 

The entrees are as varied and intrigu- 
ing as the starters. Hasid has an affinity

for seafood and vegetable pairings. One 
inspired couple is pan-seared scallops 
served over a delicate celery fennel 
puree drizzled with star anise-orange 
“gastrique.” a fruity and tart sugar- 

A simpler dish is the roasted “marjo- 
ram-crusted wild striped bass” set over 
a silky pool of cauliflower puree. In the 
oven, the herbs become smoky and fra- 
grant, making an ideal counterpoint to 
the quiet personality of the fish. 
Sauteed green beans with a hint of gar- 
lic lend color and depth to the dish. 

The “beer-braised short ribs” are 
heavy going and “ribs” is inaccurate. 
It’s a rib, and a big one at that. The 
meat spans the length of an oversized 
plate. I love cheap cuts of meat with 
plenty of fat; they insure moist, tender 
eating — but this piece was so unctu- 
ous that it made pork belly look like a 
Weight Watcher’s meal. With the fat 
scraped away (or piled on the side of 
the plate) the mineral taste was concen- 
trated like the essence of the best, slow- 
cooked, silken steak you could dream 
of. A whisper of anise appeared in 
every few bites. Beside the behemoth 
rib sat a big square of straight up, just- 
like-Bubby’s raisin noodle kugel. 
(Since my visit, a spring menu has been 
introduced and, not surprisingly, the rib 


has been taken off the roundup. It will 
reappear as an occasional special.) 

I’m not a lover of Middle Eastern 
desserts. They tend to be too sweet, and 
too similar; there are only so many 
honey-dipped, nut-covered cookies 
about which I can get excited. 

But at Miriam, the house-baked 
baklava isn’t as cloying as one usually 
finds. And there’s an unusual spin on a 
Syrian dessert called “knafa” that was 
surprisingly subtle. Hasid spreads a lay- 
er of goat cheese and mascarpone over 
“kadaifa” (a soft, uncooked wheat 
dough, similar to shredded wheat) and 
bakes it. The pastry is crisp yet not brit- 
tle and the icing of cheeses faintly 
sweet. The serving is too large and, 
frankly, not interesting enough to hold 
anyone’s attention for more than a few 
bites. It would be ideal for three or four 
people to share. 

The setting for the new Miriam may 
be more impressive than the original 
and the garden space doesn’t hurt. But 
what makes the original Miriam so 
popular hasn’t changed. The sequel 
serves the same innovative fare priced 
right (nothing is over $19), the menu is 
extensive enough to warrant return vis- 
its, and you can have a good time with 
the accommodating waitstaff. You’d 
have to be nuts to change that. 




Go postal 

Unless you have an unfortunate shellfish allergy, 
you’ll want to put down this paper (after reading 
this, of course) and immediately head to Williams- 
burg. Chef Dino Castri, who has recently taken over 
the kitchen at PT Restaurant, is serving sea urchins 
and scallops in a light, creamy citrus sauce. Oh, the 
joys of spring! 

What makes eating something that seasonally per- 
fect even more delightful is the room’s cozy ambi- 
ence; PT Restaurant, which opened in August, is 
housed on the lower level of a brownstone. 

The candlelit, subterranean space is outfitted with 
brick walls, long, wooden, communal tables with 
stools filling in for chairs and an unexpected postal 
theme (PT is named for the Italian postal service) 
that includes mail-related antiques circa 1910. It’s a 
comforting environment to hunker down with a big 
bowl of pasta or a hefty steak — spring brings grass- 
fed filet mignon with polenta and porcini mush- 
rooms. Behind the restaurant there’s a garden (re- 
member flowers?) and in front of the eatery are 
sidewalk tables. 

Picture a warm summer night, the breeze blowing 


around your bare ankles while you sip wine and share 
a slice of ricotta cheesecake flavored with orange 
blossom water with someone you like. (Claudio Coro- 
nas, who co-partners the restaurant with Mariano San- 
sone, also owns D.O.C. wine bar nearby, so the all- 
Italian wine list is no afterthought.) A night like that 


makes a ride on the L train worth the schlep.

Paradise lost 

6 The Mound Builders : a well-acted 
examination of self-preservation

I n the Sackett Group’s 
thoughtful and moving re- 
vival of Lanford Wilson’s 
talky and rather obtuse 1975 
drama, “The Mound 
Builders,” a small, committed 
group of over-educated white 
people are struggling to pre- 
serve a disempowered com- 
munity’s hold on a tiny parcel 
of land against some soulless 
money-grubbers. 

Is it any surprise that the 
play is being pre- 
sented within a 
stone’s throw of 
the proposed At- 
lantic Yards mega- 
development? 

But that’s where 
the similarities end. 

The play’s preser- 
vationists are a 
cadre of archeologists on a dig 
in Illinois, and the site is the 
burial ground of a long-extinct 
indigenous tribe. The play 
uses the lost civilization that 
“vanished without a trace” as 
a symbol for the frayed con- 
nections between the charac- 
ters, few of whom seem to be 
able to sustain a relationship 
without betrayal, cruelty or 
self-destruction. 

The production, presented 
in the wom-but-cozy theater 
of Fort Greene’s Brooklyn 
Music School, sometimes 
feels amateurish with a slap- 
dash set and a few fumbled 
lines, but overall is a credible 
and often well-acted revival of 
an overlooked play. 

Professor August Howe 
(played by a patrician and 


melancholy Gregory L. Wil- 
son) and his wife, Cynthia 
(Annie Carlson), have been 
returning to the site for sum- 
mer excavations, with groups 
of students providing free la- 
bor. This year, torrential rains 
and a rising lake threaten to 
wipe out the burial mounds 
that may contain rare artifacts. 
That is, if a proposed Holiday 
Inn or the extension of a local 
highway doesn’t get built over 
them first. 

If it already doesn’t look 
good for the sacred land, fur- 


ther complications include the 
fracturing of the marriage of 
the lead archeologist and his 
pregnant physician wife, and a 
visit by Howe’s famous writer 
sister (played by Joanna Blais) 
who needs a place to crash in 
between drug binges. All that 
is needed in this explosive sit- 
uation is a match, which ap- 
pears in the form of the in- 
tense, sexually omnivorous 
son of the local landowner — 
the Australian-born actor Paul 
Newport is both creepy and 
appealing in the role in a “Fa- 
tal Attraction” kind of way — 
who has made a deal with the 
archeologists for their excava- 
tion of the site. 

Set in the kitchen of the 
house where the archeologists 
are bivouacked, the play is a 


series of conversations be- 
tween the characters, each re- 
vealing their own particular 
worldview that, in some fash- 
ion, keeps them alienated 
from the others. The professor 
lectures, the wife harangues, 
the writer opines wittily, but 
no one seems to be making 
much of a connection. 

The talented six-member 
cast, led by Wilson, does a 
fine job of illustrating the 
missed signals and neurotic 
tics of these supposedly so- 
phisticated denizens of our 
modem times. Jonathan Pere- 
ria and Anna Pond, as the 
young couple, are particularly 
poignant, embodying the ener- 
getic enthusiasm of young 
adults who are still trying to 
harness their overflowing 
emotions. 

A series of slide projec- 
tions, ostensibly part of a pres- 
entation Professor Howe is 
preparing later on the sum- 
mer’s tragic events, acts as a 
sort of framing device and 
commentary, but are often 
blurry or distorted as viewed 
on the scrim curtain and leaf- 
decorated panels along the 
back wall of the set. They 
could stand as a metaphor for 
the out-of-focus lives being 
sharply presented by this am- 
bitious company. 

The production, directed by 
Obie- winner John C. Scheffler 
(who also designed the set), 
intelligently exposes the 
fragility of the veneer of civi- 
lization and the hunger for 
connection that remains as 
strong in our contemporary 
landscape as it was among 
agrarian tribes 2,500 ago.

Brooklynopoly! 

GO Brooklyn rolls the dice with a borough- 
centric take on the board game classic

C onfusion reigned last Friday at 
DUMBO’s Rebar, where several 
Brooklyn Paper scribes gathered 
for a high-stakes game of “Brooklyn 
In-A-Box,” the borough-centric edi- 
tion of Monopoly. 

Although the game is familiar to 
anyone who has played the Parker 
Brother’s version, and is appropriate 
for ages 8 and up, it took considerable 
effort from all of us to decipher the in- 
structions and get started. You could 
practically hear the slow clatter of 
hamster wheels turning in our heads. 
Reporter Christie Rizk had the best

grasp of the game. She moved her 
pewter egg cream game piece — oth- 
ers are a hot dog and a miniature 
Brooklyn Bridge rather than the tradi- 
tional wheelbarrow, old shoe and 
thimble — and was instantly on a roll. 

In Ratner-esque form, she gobbled 
up a vast swath of the board, from the 
Brooklyn Brewery to Prospect Park, 
before anyone else realized what had 


happened. Even the combined IQs of 
GO Brooklyn Associate Editor Adam 
Rathe and reporter Dana Rubinstein, 
who had teamed up together, were no 
match for Rizk. 

Reporter Ariella Cohen experi- 
enced what is charitably called a “bad 
day.” After an ignominious start (she 
went to jail on her first roll), things 
quickly spiraled downward. 

This reporter also faired poorly, 
particularly in my goal of acquiring 
all of the bridge and tunnel properties. 
While I tend to excel at manly feats of 
strength, board games show my slow 
and dull-witted side. My deficiencies 
were exposed early on by photogra- 
pher Aaron Greenhood, who heart-

lessly snatched the Battery Tunnel 
from my clutches. 

“Brooklyn In-A-Box” was released 
in 2003 by the Ohio-based Late for 
the Sky Company. Co-owner Mark 
Hunter said he traveled frequently to 
Brooklyn to conduct research. 

“I went through all the neighbor- 
hoods, from Park Slope to Greenpoint 
to Red Hook, to places where people 
call you ‘papi,’” Hunter said. “It became 
clear that Brooklyn has a lot of fascinat- 
ing, historic things going on.” 

Although Hunter claims to have con- 
sulted Brooklyn natives in designing 
the game, his consultations occasional- 
ly seem to have been limited to Joey 
Tribbiani from the cast of “Friends.” 
For instance, players are advised to 
“Trow dose dice” in order to advance 
to “How You Doin’?” and are repeat- 
edly asked “You Wanna Piece A’

Another minor annoyance is the 
disparity in real estate prices. Atlantic 
Avenue costs a mere $90, while Bor- 
ough Hall costs a staggering $310. 

“Why make Borough Hall so ex- 
pensive given that the occupant does- 
n’t do anything?” asked one player. 

Despite Hunter’s best intentions, 
“Brooklyn In-A-Box,” unlike the bor- 
ough itself, lacks for excitement. In 
the end, our would-be grudge match 
was a listless, uninspired affair. Even 
the avaricious Rizk admitted, “This is 
why I’ve never been a fan of Monop- 
oly.” Echoing the collective senti- 
ments of the group, Rubinstein added, 
“It was fun for like an hour.”

The old man is back and — dare 
we say it? — better than ever. 

Domenico DeMarco, the maestro 
who mans the ovens at DiFara Pizze- 
ria in Midwood, returned to the 
world stage this month to do the only 
thing he knows how to do: make the 
city’s best pizza. 

Frankly, I was worried for Dom. 
Last month, during the fallout from 
the Taco Bell rat incident, the Health 
Department shut him down, claiming 
its inspector had found “evidence of 

Dorn’s loyalists were appalled at 
the closure (most of us wouldn’t care 
if Pfizer set up a laboratory full of 
mice in DiFara’s backroom as long as 
Dom was allowed to keep cranking 
out his ethereal pies). But for me, the 
closure came on the heels of two less- 
than-inspirational visits to the DiFara 
shrine. Maybe it was the hour-long 
wait for a slice — yes, you need to 
wait an hour for a slice at this palace 
of pizza, and sometimes you have to 
fight to hold your place in line — but 
I noticed a subtle decline in quality.

no longer the best slice in town. 

But before I dared write such a 
paradigm-shifting story, I wanted to 
give Dom one more chance. He’s 
been on Avenue J for 43 years, so he 
certainly deserved one. 

When I got there, the line was out 
the door as usual, so naturally I wor- 
ried that Dom was faltering again. 
But there was a revived spirit to the 
joint that went beyond the freshly 
painted green walls. Despite the 
crowds hungering for a slice, people 
were laughing and trading stories. 


Tourists were snapping pictures, 

“You think this line is bad,” one 
guy in a Sanitation Department vest 
said to me.

Marco cook — just like my dad is 
always telling me about what it was 
like to watch Jackie at Ebbets Field. 

I asked Dom how he felt, but he 
just smiled. 

This man of few words expresses 
himself fluently in pizza. 

“It’s good to be back,” he said.

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'Golden' moment honors former boro prez

Some of the borough’s bold- 
faced names came out this 
week to celebrate, well, them- 
selves — and all the hard work 
they did to make Brooklyn the 
hot, happening place it is today. 
Of course, it wasn’t always

that way for a borough once de- 
rided as “Crooklyn.” But after 
several hardscrabble decades, the 
County of Kings is now one of 
the most popular destinations in 
New York — thanks, some said, 
to politicians like former Bor- 
ough President Howard Golden. 

“People like . . . Howard 
Golden knew that there was 
something here,” said Marty 
Markowitz, the current occu- 
pant of Borough Hall, at a re- 
ception Monday night to kick 
off the Brooklyn Historical So- 
ciety’s new exhibition, “The 
Roots of Modem Brooklyn.” 
“Their work,” Markowitz 
continued, “was an indication 
to the world that Brooklyn was- 
n’t out of the game.” 

Donald Moore, former presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Chamber 
of Commerce and the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden, emceed an 
event that brought out Brook- 
lyn’s elite — from a generation 
ago, that is. 


Golden was there, of course, 
basking in the polite tributes, 
along with his wife Aileen. 

“It wasn’t always easy,” 
Golden, who was Beep from 
1977 to 2001, said in a speech 
that mentioned mayors from 


Beame to Giuliani. 

Other speakers credited Gol- 
den for some of the borough’s 
biggest developments, like the 
building of the MetroTech of- 
fice campus and revitalizing the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music. 


“He was a significant politi- 
cal force, and played a big role 
in Brooklyn’s development,” 
said Historical Society Presi- 
dent Deborah Schwartz. 

But it wasn’t just the power 
elite that deserves the credit, 
historians said. 

As the exhibit shows, the 
1970s and ’80s saw communi- 
ty groups come together to 
solve Brooklyn’s problems and 
bring the middle class back to 
the city. 

Old Brooklyn stalwarts like 
the late Evelyn Ortner and her 
husband Everett — the couple 
credited as the saviors of Park 
Slope — revived brownstone 
neighborhoods by not only con- 
vincing then-reluctant banks to 
grant mortgages, but also by 
convincing their friends to be- 
come Brooklyn homesteaders. 

“Civic leaders and local 
politicians really came together 
to solve crime and sanitation 
problems,” said Anthony Cuc- 


chiara, an archivist at Brooklyn 
College and one of the exhibit’s 
coordinators. “All that work led 
to people coming back to the 


city and led to businesses want- 
ing to invest here.” 

The exhibition, which 
opened to the public this 


week, consists of various pho- 
tographs, documents, and 
newspaper articles from the 
mid-’50s to the ’80s, and fo- 
cusing on everything from the 
post- World War II decline of 
Brooklyn — including the 
closing of the Navy Yard and 
the loss of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers — through the immi- 
gration boom of the ’70s and 
the brownstone movement of 
the ’80s. 

“A lot of where we are right 
now started then,” said 
Schwartz. 

"The Roots of Modern Brook- 
lyn" will be open until May 31 at 
the Brooklyn Historical Society 
(128 Pierrepont St., at Clinton 
Street). It will move to the 
Brooklyn College library (2900 
Bedford Ave., at Campus Road) 
as part of a two-day conference 
on April 26 and 27 before re- 
turning to the Historical Society.

Hit-run 
victim dies

The Brooklyn motorcyclist left brain-dead after a hit-and- 
run accident earlier this month was removed from life support 
and died last Wednesday. The police are no closer to finding 
the killer. 

Monica Henk, a 26-year-old tattoo artist, was driving her mo- 
torcycle through the intersection of Flushing and Kent avenues 
in Clinton Hill on April 8 when a black SUV slammed into her 
and kept on moving, said police. 

A CAT scan confirmed extensive brain damage, internal 
bleeding, and destruction of significant portions of the spinal 
cord, according to her 
husband, Dan Henk. 
She was being kept 
alive by a respirator. 

last week, Dan Henk 
was insisting that his 
wife would not have 
wanted to be kept 
alive. After a few 
hours of confusion, 
Woodhull Hospital 
consented to the hus- 
band and other family 
members’ request to 
remove Monica from 
life support. She died 
shortly thereafter. 

Henk, originally 
from Colombia, also 
modeled for body art 
magazines and was a 
musician. She is believed to have been heading home to Bed- 
ford-Stuyvesant to feed her dog before heading to class at the 
Brooklyn Conservatory of Music in Park Slope when the acci- 
dent occurred. 

The family has hired a private investigator to find the driver 
of the SUV, which police believe is a 1995-97 black Chevy S-10 
Blazer that’s missing its front bumper and one of its headlights. 
The family has posted a $20,000 reward for any information 
leading to the driver’s arrest. Anyone with a tip is asked to call 
the anonymous Crimestoppers hotline at (800) 577-TIPS.

Major plans $1 paper

Not everyone thinks the 
newspaper business is dying. 

The Family Owens, not con- 
tent to merely spawn a rapping 
U.S. Congressman, a “Cosby 
Show” star, and a recorder-tot- 
ing activist, has embarked on 
yet one more headline-grabbing 
pursuit: launching a newspaper. 

Democrat Major Owens, 70, 
who retired this year from the 
House of Representatives, will 
launch a newspaper at the end 
of April called “Dollar News .” 
Contrary to the connotations 
of its moniker, the paper won’t 
be some sort of supply-side 
newsletter. Rather, the $1 rag 
will be modeled on the legen- 
darily leftist, muckraking I.F. 
Stone’s Weekly. 

“So much of what is impor- 
tant gets trivialized,” Owens told 
The Brooklyn Paper (though he 
said he wasn’t talking about us). 

“The fact that the city is rich- 
est in the world, but poverty is 
increasing here, it’s just ridicu- 
lous. We have more construc- 
tion projects than we know 
what to do with, but unemploy- 
ment for black males remains 
between 40 and 50 percent.” 
The retired statesman would- 
n’t reveal how much he was 
forking over for the first issue or 
where exactly it would be dis- 
tributed, but he did say he plans 
to sell 50,000 copies city wide, 
which he hopes will find their 
way to “average working fami- 
lies” and “decision makers.” 
Ultimately, he intends for the 
paper to earn enough in ad sales 
to be self-sustaining, but that 
may be a more difficult propo- 
sition than Owens realizes. 

Rick Edmonds, a media busi- 
ness analyst at the Poynter Insti- 
tute, a journalism think tank, 
thinks Owens is fooling himself. 

“The difficult part is that your 
expenses start from day one, but 
the revenue takes quite a while to 
develop,” said Edmonds. “Typi- 
cally, it takes three to five years 
to become self-sustaining.” 

Not only should Owens be 
prepared to sustain a loss, but 
Edmonds said it might also 
prove difficult for Owens to 


find advertisers for such an 
overtly political publication. 

“A political newsletter won’t 
necessarily be a big draw,” said 
Edmonds. 

The writers will be journal- 
ism students willing to work 
for a meager stipend, Owens 
said. Other writers will include 


his two sons, Geoffrey, the for- 
mer TV star, and Chris, the 
once (and, if you ask him, fu- 
ture) heir to his father’s politi- 
cal legacy, and star of the new 
show on the Black Family 
Channel, “Inside the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus.”

Dorothy 
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Brooklyn to the Hampton Jitney: Ho-hum

Brooklynites are shaking their 
heads at the latest evidence that their 
borough is the new Upper West Side: 
news that the Hampton Jitney is 
J coming to Brooklyn. 

" Starting next month, the Hamp- 
tons-bound bus will pick up passen- 
gers in Downtown Brooklyn and 
Fourth Avenue in Park Slope every Fri- 
day night and take them to the beach. 

This is the first time in its 33-year 
history that the Jitney will deign to 
pick up passengers outside of the Up- 


per East Side. 

Is this a big deal? Depends on who 
you are. To New York’s beach-bound 
upper crust, the Jitney is a basic mode 
of transportation — like what the Fung 
Wah bus is for poor college kids. 

For a “mere” $5 1 , passengers from 
Manhattan get a round-trip ticket, free 
coffee, muffins, juice, an on-board at- 
tendant, newspapers, and the exclusive 
company of a like-minded set. 

(The competition, the Long Island 
Rail Road, charges about $20, depend- 
ing on where you get off, but runs less 
frequently.)

But do we need the Jitney? 
Borough President Markowitz 
— who is most commmonly 
seen celebrating all the reasons 
to stay in Brooklyn — lauded 
the Jitney’s arrival as “yet an- 
other example of how business- 
es are recognizing that to make 
it big-time, you’ve gotta make 
it in Brooklyn.” 

Some Brooklynites aren’t 

“I stand to benefit nothing 
from that — I’m not a Hamp- 
tons-type of girl,” said Missy 
Quinn, a Park Slope resident 
who associates the Hamptons 
with people who are “rich” and 

Other Slopers were more 
open-minded, even if, like Miri- 
am Molner, they weren’t big 
fans of the Hamptons and did- 
n’t seem to know anyone who 
frequented the East End. 

“If I were going out in the 
summer, I would definitely use 
it,” said Molner, adding that the 
people she knows “go to Fire 
Island and Provincetown.” 

Others were quizzical. 

“Do people from Brooklyn 
even go to the Hamptons?” 
asked Ben Foster, of Williams- 
burg. Indeed, few people inter- 
viewed for this story would ad- 
mit to going to the Hamptons. 
The one man who does go there 
regularly wouldn’t let us put his 
name in the paper. 

But real estate honcho Chris 
Chapin, of Prudential Douglas 
Elliman in the Hamptons, said 
the Jitney should have come to 
Brooklyn long ago. 

“There’s long been an inter- 
play between Brooklyn Heights 
and the Hamptons,” said Cha- 
pin. “It’s funny that the Jitney 
hadn’t thought of stopping in 
Brooklyn before. 

“I’d like to give you a sound 
bite about how more Brooklynites 
are coming out here, but the real 
truth is that there have been 
Brooklynites out here forever,” 
added Chapin. ‘It’s nothing new.”

rediscovered by many people.” 

New York Magazine recent- 
ly characterized the influx of 
new blood as a “takeover,” but 
Hermann preferred to call the 
upsurge a “joint effort” between 
new and old members. 

But despite the club’s chang- 
ing ways, Carter is certain that 
old members still find it a warm 
and comfortable place. 

“We have all kinds of people 
socializing with each other 
here,” he said, “from the old 
stalwarts to the new ‘kids.’” 

And there’s also “nostalgia,” 
says Carter, to return to the 
ways of old-fashioned clubs. 

In the 1880s and ’90s, large 
Victorian mansions were being 
built all along Prospect Park West, 
and Park Slope was the richest 
neighborhood in the United 
States. The Montauk Club was a 
monument to tl : area’s success. 

In those days, men didn’t go 
out to restaurants together, so 
the club was a vital part of a 
successful man’s routine, pro- 
viding him with a place to net- 
work, play cards, crack off-col- 
or jokes or smoke without 
raising any womanly eyebrows. 

“It was, and is, the crown jew- 
el of Park Slope,” said Hermann. 

Now, mixing the old with the 
new traditions of arts, entertain- 
ment and enthusiasm is just 
what the club needs to stay 
around for another 120 years. 

“I think we’re poised to suc- 
ceed in a very big way,” said 
Carter.
